Mr. Hampton being 
thereupon additionally enraged, clipped it after 
Mr. Hoilister, but though he strained his pegs 
to their utmost stretch, and roared “ stop thief” 
till he was purple in the face, the light-heeled 
seducer had bade the horizon adieu, Some of 
the crowd, however, being nimbler,than the le- 
gitimate pursuer, and freshening upon the tracks 
of the fugitive, drove him at last to cover in an 
alley, where, after an;honorable defence of « few 
minutes, with paving stones and ‘‘ what not,” 
Mr. Hollister cottoned to the odds; and “ guv 
in.”

Pouce Russie in AcaaencoThe oagedt of 
police Reform has recently beén agitated to a 
considerable exteut in the city of Albany, and 
moved by some late exposures of the villanous 


{ corruptions of t!e old police, os well as stimu- 


lated by the example of this city, the citizens 
have pretty’generally evinced a desire for a re- 
orgavization of the department on the plan of 
the ‘city of New York. In obedience to this 
pervading sentiment, Ald:rman Forsyth pre- 
pared a system of combined day and night po- 
lice, and submitted it to the Common Council. 
That body, however, having been pretty well 
canvassed by those interested in the old system, 
(who had got wind of the intended movement,) 
€vinced a good deal of sagacious doubt and im- 
posing reluctance to the ‘ innovation,” and 
finally, after a good deal of thinking, referred it 
to a special committee to report at the next 
Meeting. The committee, of course, according 
to the custom of all committees who decide 
propositions that have strong interests on one 
side, and only moral sentiments upon the other, 
reported against the. reform, and the bill, after 
some discussion, was laid over until the next 
meeting. 

The plan of Alderman Forsyth is to constitute 
a city police, for day and night service, of sixty 
men, at $300, per year, and six captains at $300. 
The city to be divided into three districts, with 
a Station House, in each of which two captains 
were to be placed in charge. Each district to be 
divided into five sections, and the policemen to 
be confined to such sections. The entire force 
to be on duty every night—one half doing service 
from 6 P. M. to 12 at night, and the other half 
from 12 at night to6 A.M. One third of the 
body, under proper rotation to be on duty during 
the day. “Four special policemen to be appoint- 
ed at salaries of $500 per year, and two fire sen- 
tinels to be appointed at $175.each. The day 
police to perform the duties cr police constable, 
special constable, and street inspector. 

This, it will be perceived, is with some slight 
differences modeled after our system, and is, we 
think, calculated to be equally efficient. The 
Albany Atlas, in noticing the action of the Com- 
mon Council upon the subject, remarks—‘‘ the 
eld system is certainly worthless, and at the 
same time most onerous in its cost. Everywhere 
else, the old watch system and the separate po- 
lice eystem, and the still separate system of 
street regulation and health police ure exploded 
and diacarded, and we regret to see our own 
Common Council adhere 80 Obstinately to the 
obsolete idea.” 

The people of Albany who desire this reform, 
should watch the action of the Common Council 
in this matter, and should particularly keep 
their eyes upon the movements of the old po- 
lice. 





Risine or THE Convicts.—A sudden revolt, 
or rising of the convicts in the Penitentiary of 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana, took place on the 15th 
of June, which at one moment threatened the 
most serious consequences, and which was only 
suppressed by the presence of mind and intre- 
pid courage of the keeper in charge. The at- 
tempted rising took place at night, and when 
only a single guard was leſt in charge of the 
prison. The guard had called one of the convicts 
to him who was in the habit of working round 
the prison, and handing him a candle, directed 
him to light it and set about some task which 
had been overlooked in the kitchen. The con- 
vict, as he approached the table on which the 
light stood, perceived lying before him, in tempt- 
ing readiness, a loaded pistol. Seizing it upon the 
moment, he dropped the candle, and levelling the 
weapon at the head of the guard; ripped out a 
threatening -outh, and commanded him to give 
up the keys. The brave and faithful guard, 
however, nothing daunted at his danger, and 
without wavering for a moment at the threaten- 
ing attitude of the desperate felon, drew his 
short Roman sword or hanger, and made a cut 
at him, which nearly severed his arm from his 
body. Another blow with the flat side of the 
weapon upon the conspirator’s skull, stunned 
him to the ground, when having thus disposed of 
his most formidable opponent, the hero of the 
scene dashed with his bloody weapon at the rest 
of the prisoners, who were already swarming 
out of their cells to assist their comrade. The 
fate of the ringleader, however, had decided the 
crisis, and the felon crew shrunk back to their 
cells, and the mutiny was ended.

On the other hand, 
testimony was"introduced to the effect that the 
person with whom the said Rogers was caught 
was none other than his Wife, and that the 
said Miss Rogers was at home all that day, or 
during the;time which the indictment provided, 
and of course could not have been the person 
who was with the said Franklin Rogers, in said 
peculiar situation. Designing to establish in 
the first instance, that;what had been reported 
by Wheeler was true, aud such being the case, 
there could arise no slander—and in the second 
place, that what was reported by Wheeler, wes 
erroneous so far as related to the persons he 
saw; being Rogers and the young lady, and car- 
rying farther into proof that it was Rogers’ 
wife who was with him at thé time, and there- 
by making the matter a foul slander. 

The case was argued for the plaintiff by F. M. 
Walker, Esq., and for the defendant by Heze- 
kiah Goddard, Esq., and submitted to the court: 
While the court was about acting upon the eub- 
ject, the counsel] for the defendant moved that 
the decision be postponed until 7 o’clock, to give 
the parties an opportunity, if they should desire, 
to settle the matter.

Exrepevs Rosscayv.—VicissrtupEs OF THE 
Sracu.ators.—BHiram W. Woods left New Or- 
jeans about a year ago, for the purpose of selling 
some lands in Texas. He did so, and after ac- 

complishing his object he managed to obtain a 
" coatract from General Scott jo supply a portion 
of his army with beef. The privileges of the 
contract were gery wide, as the general told the 
agent that he might exercise his own discrimina- 
tion in obtaing his cattle from the Mexicans— 
paying for them at a fair rate if they were will- 
ing to sell—but taking ‘will he nill he” and on 
his own terms if they refused. Under this wide 
margiu Woods aad a band which he organized 
Yamped the prairies up and down, and among 
other exploits captured and carried off in triumph 
10,000 head of cattle from the estate of Santa 
Anna himself. By these means Mr. Woods not 
only made himself famous but rich, and he re- 
turned to New Orleans a few weeks ago richer 
than when he went away by 30,000. These cir- 
cumstances, however, and the whole particulars 
of his good fortune had fallen upon the listening 
, ears of ivo smaller speculators, whom the New 
Orleans Delta ‘designates by the uames of Bob 
Watson alias ‘‘Salty Bob,” and Johnny Burns 
alias ‘‘Kinch,” and these gentlemen of the 
Stdodgin lay” determined to lay Mr. Woods un - 
der proper contribution. They accordingly 
watched him very close and traced him on the 
third day of his arrival to theateamboat Sch uy!l- 
kill where they saw him put his baggage on 
board fora trip up the river. Messrs. Kinch 
and Salty Bob being thereupon brought to their 
last chance, accordingly pounced upon the bag- 
gage and made light of Mr. Wood’s heavy trunk 
by slipping it on shore, and by breaking it open 
and rifling it of its contents, obtainins from it 
among other things the sum of $1200 in Trea- 
sury notes. As soon as the robbery was per- 
formed, a hue and cry was raised, and Messrs. 

Salty Bob and Kinch slipped off to Natchez — 
They were arrested there, however, but having 
secreted the notes in the lining of their clothes 
no evidence was produced to hold them, and they 
were ‘turned up,” or in other words set at 
large. Emboldened by this result, the two spe- 
culators then returned to New Orleans, but they 
were less fortunate in that city than in Natchez , 
for faliing into the hands of Officers E vans and 
McAfee, they were searched so perseveringly, 
that a $500 note was found sewed in the coat 
collar of one, anda $100 note in the vest lining 
of the other. This leaves $600 still missing, a 
sum not large enough probably to keep Mr. 
Woods, who belongs to New York, any longer 
from his family whom he was about setting out 
to see, when he was so unconsciously interfered 
with by Messrs. Kinch and Salty Bob.

Sounterfeits. 

ARREST IN CiNCINNATI OF THE Passens oF THE La- 
FavettTe Bans: “ Fives.’’—One of the most important 
arrests of the : -ar, says the Commercial of Cincinnati, 
has just been made in our city. Constables Peter Da- 
vidson, Evan Ewan, James L. Ruffin, and D. Kelly, by 
dint of their own peculiar knowledge, succeeded last 
week in arresting a man named Burkheimer, and 
sending him to Adams county for trial. On Monday 
evening the same officers arrcsted an engraver named 
John Lovejoy, in his own house, where they found 
one plate ready for printing spurious money, or near- 
ly so. Soon aiier Lovejoy’s arrest, they took a man 


named Lewis Sleight, in a house on Centre stre 
tween kim and —* streets. Tm this houes was bbe 


several plates for striking spurious money, and a large 
amount of spurious notes, ready for circulation. Of 
the Lafayette Bank, described yesterday, theré were 
some $500: a lot of $1’s, Indiana; some Jefferson 
county, N. Y., notes, and divers others, amounting, in 
all, to about $1,000. They also found a lot of Galliop- 
olis. The plates—seven or eight in number—are of 
the most dangerous kinds ; but they are now where 
they cannot be used to swindle the community. The 
persons arrested are now in jail, and will be examined 
before Esquire Brooks. The officers named deserve 
great praise for securing these men and this money, 
and saving the public from loss. 

The following is a description of the bills, and they 
are the best counterfeit probably ever made : 

La Fayette Bank—Fives—Letter B, payable to James 
Findley ; Gano, Cashier; Carlisle, President; No. 
1960, dated Jan’y 16th, 1847; V on head of Liberty, on 
the left ; on the right of centre the signing of declara- 
tion of Independence. All beautifullly engraved and 
paper good. Line of Underwood, Bald, Spencer and 
Hulty, (engravers,) runs up. Beware, for these bills 
are calculated to deceive any body. 

Haverwit. Banx—Cocustrarsit’ $3’s.—Three dol- 
lar counterfeit bills on the Haverhill Bask are in cir- 
culation at Albany. They are badly executed, and 
have a soiled appearance. The vignette represents a 
harbor with acity in the back ground. 

Loox out roa Countsenreits.—$100 notes of the 
Dayton State br.uch have been circulated in Illinois. 
No notes of ti. : denomination have been issued by 
any branch of our State Bank.

Counterfeiters of Philadelphia— Their Habits, Connez- 
tons and Ostensible Pursuits — Their Relations with 
the Police—A Foggy Looking Business. 

Puirapeceni, July 8d, 1847. 

Gentlemen :—As I see you are in the way of pub- 
lishing the mysteries of police and of crime in this 
city, I take the liberty of calling to your attention the 
extensive confederation of counterfeiters, male and 
female, who have flourished in this city for years on 
years through the corruption of our mouldy “stool 
pigeon old police.” The most conspicuous of these 
characters are

The above isa list of the leaders, and ss they seldom 
figure in the public prints in consequence of the favor 
of their comzades who ho!d appointments in our po- 
lice, 1 will briefly allude to each. 

Big Ben Pratt is a stout man about 6 feet 8 or 9 inch- 
es high, and is about 45 or 50 years of age. He is an 
extensive dealer in the flimsies, and frequently goes 
west as a horse jockey for the purpose of working off 
his worthless paper. He keeps a stable here and 
counts himselfa horse dealer. Bill Forepaugh is an- 
other of the gang, and a bosom friend of Big Ben’s.— 
He also deals a little in horses, and in making bargains 
in old furniture and any thing else that comes along 
to cover his course oflife. He has managed to ley 
away three or four thousand dollars, on which basis 
he makes some sevan or. eight hundred dollarsa year 
by going bail for * knucks” and othercrossmen. He 
is about forty-six years old, 5 feet 10 inches high, slim, 
high cheek boned, rough face and sandy’complexion. 
Dr. Hatch of the Rochester Express notoriety you have 
already shown up and exposed sufficiently. He has 
lately entered into a sort of connection with Kate 
Mitchell, the relict of the celebrated counterfeiter, Dr. 
Mitchell, who died about nine months ago. She and 
the doctor have opened a shop of some kind together 
in the outskirts of the city, which I shall take a peep 
at by and by. Bets or Betsy Purdy is one of Hatch’s 
female aids. She it was who was arrested some time 
ago on the supposition that she had some of Living- 
ston & Wells’ Express money in her possession. The 
May or’s officer who made the arrest did his business 
after a peculiar fashion and was suspended by the 
Mayor in consequence. However, there was a lot of 
the money found in her petticoats some time afterward, 
and since then, the officcr has been all right. Julia 
Wade is the “Lady in Black” who presented the
